It develops that the H&rris-Day 
node has imposed a burden on district 
courts which threatens to swamp them 
unless some relief is provided by the 
next legislature.

Nashville, Tenn., Dec. 18.—A strenu­ 
ous effort is being made to obtain a 
commutation of sentence in the case 
of William F. Cook, who is under sen­ 
tence to be electrocuted in the State 
’penitentiary here next Tuesday. Cook 
> was convicted of the murder of bis 
| wife and his 
fifteen-year-old 
niece, 
:Lucy Stanford. The crime was com* 
| rattled on August 
last at the home 
of the Cooks in the town of Smyrna, 
'twenty miles from this city. The evi- 
I deuce indicated that t'r.e women had 
(been beaten to death with a hickory 
i bludgeon. Cook himself announced the 
discovery of the erime, declaring that 
! he had found the bodies of his wife 
and niece, who had slept in an ad­ 
joining room, when he 
awoke 
the 
morning after the murders. The ap- 
peals made in his behalf for clemency 
are based chiefly on the fact that he 
jwas convicted on circumstantial evi­ 
dence. Cook was for many years em­ 
ployed in St. Louis as a siree car 
| motorman. Four of his brothers who 
reside in St. Louis are leading the 
movement to have his sentence com­ 
muted to life imprisonment.
